the movie. 
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Since we werent gonna get this whole thing 
done in one day, 1 decided we might as well get 
started and shoot the scenes we just wrote. 


LT found my parents: camcorder in Moms closet, 
ahd luckily there was a film cartridge in the 
camera bag. We also borrowed some clothes from 
Dad's closet for Rowley first costume, and even 
though the pants were a little long, they more or 
less fit. 


We shot the opening scene, which took about 
three times longer than it shouldve because Rowley 
had trouble remembering his lines.
